IMPORTANT BATTLE EXPECTED 


BEFORE THE WEEK CLOSES. 


Washington, June 2o—Special—The intimation comes 


from Madrid that, rather than surrender Cuba to the Ameri- 
cans the island will be laid waste by fire. Orders have gone 
forth to all Spanish commanders to retreat when they find it 
necessary, but to destroy everything behind them—forts, 
cities and villages, and to leave nothing upon which the in- 
vading army can subsist and no roof under which it can shel- 
ter. 
It has been determined to carry the policy of destruc 


tion so far far as to blot the. beautiful city of Havana from 
•existence sooner than permit .the Americans to capture it. 
The sword will accompany the torch, and it is feared that 
defenceless Cuban women and children will be slaughtered 
"by the thousands. 
This intelligence has determined the ad- 


ministration to make quick work of the campaign so as to 
prevent the complete carrying out of the program. 


The Peace Movement. 


Madrid, June 20—Special—The minister of foreign af- 


fairs has allowed it to be understood that negotiations for 
peace were proceeding, but denied that the powers have in- 
tervened. 
He said that the idea of German interference i.i 


the Philippines was fallacious. 
The manifesto in favor of

pressed the minister. 
It says the relinquishment of the col- 


onies is preferable to a prolongation of the war.

Hostages For flobson. 


Washington, June 20—Special—The first Spanish offic- 


ers of high rank who may be captured by the American 
army in Cuba are to be held as hostages for the safety of 
Lieut. Hobson and his men. This much was determined at 
a council of war held today. The implied threat of Blanco' 
in his refusal to exchange the men is construed to mean that 
Hobson and his men will suffer death at the hands of their 
captors. 
Although retaliation in kind is abhorrent to Ameri- 


can public sentiment it may become imperative as the only 
means by which Spanish officers can be compelled to respect 
the laws of civilized waifare. 
If Spain elec.s to carry on the 


war on barbaric lines she must be dealt with as barbaric na- 
tions are treated. This is the drift of all official opinion here. 


Fears For Hobson. 


Washington, June 20—Special—Grave fears are enter- 


tained here for the safety of Lieut. Hobson and his fellow 
captives at Santiago. 
It ha* been reported here that they 


have been shut, but the statement is not generally believed. 
It was said, last night that the president had notified the 
Spanish government that Admiral Cervera and Gen. Pando 
would be held responsible for the lives of the American pris- 
oners. If the president has sent such notice the lieutenant's 
life may be spared, but it is believed that he and his men will 
be murdered as soon as it becomes apparent to the Spaniards 
that they must abandon Santiago.

UNCLE SAM'S GREAT ARMY. 


The R«rul»r«, the National Guard and the 


Recently Authorized Volunteer*. 


\Vhen peace reigns, tho army of tbe 


United States consists of 25,000 regular 
troops and the organized militia and 
national guard of tho various states. In 
all thero are 10,QUO, 000 men available 
for military duty. At prusout tho army 
coiiNiNta of about 137,OUO regulars and 
60,QUO volunteers. Tliu regular army of 
tbo United Status consists of 25 rogi- 
monts of infantry, 10 regiments of cav- 
alry, 7 regiments of artillery nud a bat- 
talion of engineer nildiors, tho total 
number of enlisted men not to exceed 
about S7.000. It is also provided with 
a corps of adjutant generals, of inspector 
general)', of quartermasters, of subsist- 
ence, of engineers and of orduuuco, u 
medical corps, u corps of paymasters, a 
chief uignal ofllrer, a bureau of mili- 
tary jiihtico, a number of chaplains, a 
forco of Indian scouts, tho otllcors on 
tho retired list and tho professors and 
cadets of tho United States Military 
academy. In command of these are nine 
general ofticors—viz, three major gen- 
erals and six brigadier generals. 


Tho constitution of tho United States 


has given tho power to congress to pro- 
vide for calling "forth tho militia to 
execute tbo laws of tbe Union, suppress 
insurrections and 
repel invasions." 


Congress, by legislation, has given tho 
president tho authority to call forth tho 
militia nnder certain exigencies, as has 
been frequently done. When called into 
actual service of tho United States, tho 
militia receive pay from the government 
and are subject to tho rules and articles 
of war. Tim militia is therefore a part 
and parcel of tho army of tho United 
States, although in common UHU tho 
term is limited to moan tho regular 
army alone. Thoro is another class of 
troops not belonging to tho regular army 
nor to the militia which has been 
raised by congress and employed by tho 
government. Theso troops are known as 
"volunteers," nud must not bo con- 
founded with tho militia formed into 
volnutecr companies. When a sudden 
emergency demands, thoso volunteers 
tiro employed by authority of congress. 


Theso organizations, when received 


into actual service, are arranged into 
brigades and divisions by tho United 
States officers and uro commanded by 
general officers who, with their stuff of- 
ficers, receive thoir appointments from 
tho United States. This makes an es- 
sential difference between them and tho 
militia. And although these organiza- 
tions a BSD me tho names of tho states in 
which they volunteered for service, they 
uro truly United States troops and not 
state troops, nor militia. 
They are 


troops raised by congress, and tho com- 
pany and regimental officers are ap- 
pointed by the governors of states.
